The now organisation's first action will be the defense of 
Palestine against "British imperialism and Zionist terrorism"* 

2* fits plan of the Grand Mufti calls for the creation of an independent Arab 
body composed of two uaits: 

(a) Hajli < .al-Sdhabah (High Council) 

(b) Al-Andur { Comrades) 

If the ArfJb League ev> <r falls In its mission, these two units will carry cm 
its work, in accordance with the "popular* will of the Arab nations, outside of 
the frazbsmork of their gover^oiants. The aim \rUl be to unify the Arabs 
on tha principle that "the Arabs are one nation*" 

3* The Majlis al-Sobabsh will be ocoposod of representatives from each Arab 
nation with general leadership reserved for the Grind Mufti* Its task 
will bo to appraise the work of the Arab League* It will support the 
Areb League if the League acts honeerdy in tho interest of the Ardb Nations, 
but it will severely judge any mistakes or vacillation*. Then tha al-Ansar * 
terrorist group will te called into ret ion*

SiaYkuHarmd Bey Saleh H-Din of Cairo represent
